(S* Andrew Carr,aad Mayor Strahern beeing ſent by them 
with Letters of Credence, for that-purpoſe, to the Head-

And the reaſon why they may not acknowledg theſe titles, is, in regard 
of the. ſolemn League and Covenant, and Treatics , and the many Declarations of the 
Parlaments of both Kingdoms. An argument, wee confeſs, which hath 
often uſed and alledged by them, as if of courſ it would ferv the turn of 
bringing in their intereſt upon us , under Pretence of Religion , whenas 
otherwiſe,in the ballance of ſound reaſon , the little weight of it would 
appear. But theſe Pretences have fo often been unmarked, and the ungroun- 
dedntſs of ſuch inferences from Covenant and Treaties deteFed, that it ſhall 
ſuffice us to refer our ſelvs tro whar already hath been ſaid by us on this 
ſubje& long fince, in our Declaration of 28. Novem. 646. and lately in 
another dated Feb. 17.1548. bothof them tranſmitted by us to the Parla- 
ment of Scotland.

defirous, among other things, to have received fatisfation for, in a way of 
Treatie,fo haſtily declined and rejetted by the preſentParlament of Sc #14, 
in their laſt Letter, as if it were reaſonable ſor the Parlament of that King- 
dom to ds Wreng,bat not reaſonable for the Parlament of England ſo much as 
to demand SatisfaFim for that wrong, though in the faireſt and moſt peace- 
able way. And hovv can Wee exp fatisfation tobee given to any other 
injuries don to this Nation,when th<y ſhal by us bee made knovvn to them 
(as they ſeem to invite)when as to that which is ſo manifeſt-and-notorious, 
as the laſt years Invaſin, Wee have no other redreſs afforded but Recrimj- 
xation , which the later part of their letter is filld with, and may bee re- 
duced to theſe two heads. ; 

Firſt, To their adhering unto, and now the ſecond time avowing thoſe 
ſcandals and reproaches laid upon the preſent Government of England , in a paper 


of their Commiſſioners, dated the 24 of.Febru.1 649) ſubſcribed by the Earl 


of. Lathian,Sir John Chicſly,and Mr Glend ning in the Name of the Kingdom of 
Sco:land; Upon peruſal and conſideration whereof, Wee then paſ:'d our fenſ 
in a ſhort Declaration,and have appointed that paper as well as that Decla- 
ration to bee herewith Printed. Unto which Wee ſhall onely add, that, if 
the Bonds of Religion and Faithfulneſs to the truſt repoſed-in both Parla- 
ments bee impartially conſidered, Wee cannot but rhink that the confide- 
ration thereof would have been a far b-tter inducement to the Parlament 
of Scotland to have accepted the Propoſals made by us in our laſt letter, as a 
meansfor the two Nations to have grown up into a firm /eague and amitie, 
thereby to have ſecur'd Religion and publick Libertze from the deſigns of 
Popiſb,Prelatical, and Malignant faions, then hy this their late carriage to- 
wards us, to have put the two Nations at ſuch a diſtance , andat beſt, un-

And beeing deſirous in the firſt 
placeto endeayor for ſatisfadion in a peacable waie z 
they do therefore propound , That Commiſiioners on 
the behalf of each Nation (reſpeRively) may bee-ap- 
pointed to meet in ſom fitting and convenient place, 
mutually to bee agreed upon, and with what conveni- 
ent ſpeed may bee ; Unto which meeting, Commiſcis- 
xers ſhall bee ſent, fully autorized, Fomthe Parlament 
of England, and on the behalf of this Common-wealth, 
with inſtructions to make known the particulars, which 
they have to complain off; -_ if they ſhal receiv 
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ſatisfation , the Parliament of England arc willing, - 


- andtheir Commiſſioners ſhall bee further autorized, 
and inſtructed, to treat and conclude a firm and tric 
Leagueof amitic and friendſhip betweenthe two Na- 
tions, by means whereof ( if it bee the-will-of God) 
theſe Nations may bee preſerved ina laſting peace, and 
happie enjoiment of Religion inits puritie , rogether 
| withtheircivil Liberties , notwithſtanding the manic 
wicked defigns that are on foot againſt them, as well 
by ſecret, as profeſſed Enemies of both. This' is all I 
havein charge, ſave onely ro-defire that the Parlament 
of Scotland's Anſwer hereunto may bee returned by 
this Bearer, who is ſent expreſs about the ſame, And

S C OTL AND. 


SIR! 


A E Eſtates of the Parlament of this Kingdom have received a 
Letter, Dated the 28 of May 1649. ſigned by you as Speaker of the 
Pariament,and vvricten in tne Name of the Comman-wea'th of Eng- 
| land; which Ticles in regard of the Solemn League and Covenant, 
and Tre:ties and the many Declarations of the-Parlaments.of both Kingdoms, 
are ſuch. as they may not acknowledg. | 
And for the matter therein conteined, Thoſe manie things of juſt Reſent- 
ment, wherein S4tisfa&ion is demanded from this Kingdom, are onely men- 
tioned in the general, and therefore cannot ſo vvell recety a particular 
Anſvver ; bur if by thoſe general expreſſions , the late un/awful engagement 
againſt £ g/an{bee underſtood, They defire that r'1cir Proteſtatton againſt the 
ſame in Parlament, and the 5 "en made thereunto by them aſftervvards 
in Arms (vvhich they never laid dovvn until the Garriſons of Berwick and ' 
Carlile vvere reſtored to the Kingdom of Eng/and) wy bee remembred, to- 
gether vvith the Letter of the Honſ of Commons, to the General Aſſemblie 
of this Kirk, of the third of Auguſt 1648. And that Lievtenant General 
Cromwe!, autorized from both Houſes of Parlament, did upon the fifth of 
Oober laſt, repreſent to the Committee of Eſtates of this Kingdom of Eng- 
land in that Engagement; :and thereupon did demand that they vvould give 
aſlirance, in the-Name of the Kingdomof Scotland, not to admit or ſuffer 
anie, vyho have been'aFtive in, or conſenting to that Engagement, to bee im- 
ploied in anie publick place , or traft vyharſoever z vyhich vvasnot onely _ 
granted, and confirmed in Parlament, but all As for pretputignet _thac: 
Engagement have been repealed , and all proceedings tending thereunto, 
piblickly diſclaimed; And if anic other yvrongs ſhall bee made knovvn to 
" j vvee ſhall bee readie to return ſuch an anſyver as may give juſt fatis- 
action. R 
If the Bonds of Religion , Loyaltie to the ag , and mutual Amitie and 
Friendſhip betvvixt the Kingdoms bee impartially conſidered, according to 
the Solemn League and Covenant, and the Profeſſions and Declarations of 
both Kingdoms , The Eftates of Parliament think they have juſt cauſ to com- 


plain of the. late proceedings in Eng/and, in reference to Religion,the taking 
D 3 avvay 
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avyay the King's life, and the Change of the Fundamental Government of 
that Kingdom : Againſt which chis Kirk, and Kingdom, and theit Commiſsio-; 
ners have proteſted and given teſtimonie, vyhereunto they doſtill adhere, 
And fince it is apparent- there hath been of late in England a backſliding 
and departure from the grounds and' Principles wherein the tvvo King- 
doms have been engaged; The Parlament of- this Kingdom doth propound, 
that the late proceedings there, againſt Covenant and Treaties , may bee 
diſclaimed and diſavoyved, as the proſecution of the late unlavyfull En- 
gagement againſt Zag/and hath been difclaimed and difavovved here : 
And that ſuch as -have departed froni theſe Principles, and their former 
Profeſſions, may return to the ſame. Upon vvhich grounds they are con- 
rent* to autorize Commiſſioners on behalf of this Kingdom, to Treat 
vvith Commiſſioners from both Houſcs of the Parliament of Eng/and fitting 
in freedom, concerningall Matters of juſt complaint, vvhich either Nation 
may have againſt the other z and for redreſs and reparation thereof, and to 
do everie thing that may further conduce,for contmuing the happie Peace 
and Union betvvixt the Kingdoms , vyhich can never bee ſetled on fo fure 
a foundation as the former Trearies,and the Solemn veand Coyenant, 
from vyhich, as no Alteration, or Rev»fution of affairs can abſolv cither King- 
dom; fo vvee truſt in God, that no ſucceſs vy barſotver, vvhether good or 
bad, ſhall bee able to divert us; but as it hath been our care in times paſt,it 
ſhall, vvith the Lords aſſiſtance, ſti!l bee our real endeavors for the future,to 
keep our felvs free of all contpliance vvith, or declining to the Popiſh, Pre- 
latical,ot Malignant Partie upon the one hand;or ro thoſe that are Enemies 
to the Fundamental Government, by King and Parlament 3 and counte- 
nance and maintain Errors , Herefic, and Schifm, the other, 1 have 
no other thing in Command from the Parlamenr of this Ringdom , but to 
rake notice, thar rhete is no anſyyet returned to their Letter of the fifth of
